Election/Restrictions

Also figures 1 and 6 contain a typed text of font, which is too small to be read. 
Further Applicant's file contains two figure 10s as well as two figures 8 and 9, none of 
which are labeled as a "replacement drawing" the first set being received on 04/15/2004 
the second on 07/26/2004 in response to 37 CFR 1 .84 and 1 .124 objection. 

Applicant's are reminded any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Szabela (U.S. Pat. No. 4,902,964) teaches a system and method for 
detecting a frequency event (see Fig. 2) in an electrical delivery system (power lines 
connected to load) that provides power to an electrical appliance (load), the system 
comprising: means (see step 51 reference time alternatively see item 24 in Fig. 1) for 
measuring a time period of each power line cycle of a power source; means for 
comparing (item 25) the measured time period to a trigger period (trigger condition step 
67), if a cycle time period is greater than or equal to the trigger period, an under 
frequency counter is incremented (step 66). Szabela does not teach when the cycle 
time period is less than the trigger period, the under frequency counter is decremented; 
At least this further limitation to claims 1 and 8 are not taught or rendered obvious by 
the prior art of record. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Patel (U.S. Pat. No. 5,319,296) teaches a control system for 
frequency event detection (Fig. 2 and col. 2 line 50 - col. 3 line 30) to maintain a 
frequency of a control surface within a window utilizing a increment and decrement 
scheme. Kasai et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 4,635,214) teaches a fault detection system for 
measuring and comparing the time and occurrence of a fault condition such as a under 
frequency event, Chen et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 3,558,91 1) teaches a device for switching 
and control due to a frequency abnormality.
